One of the main conditions list- 
ed by the president for his 
proval was increasing Student As- 
sociation dues $1 a semester. He 
ordered a general election for Dec. 
16 at which time the card-hike 
proposal will be voted upon in 
accordance with state law, 

Other conditions he included 
were: football: must not curtail 
other student activities, no free- 
will gifts or offerings for athletics 
will be tolerated, a graduate man- 
ager shall be included in the 1954 
budget, football will not curtail 
college curriculum, and students 
should take it upon themselves to 
sell 1500 season tickets for 1954 
and 1000 for 1955 to help defray 
costs. 

Dr. West added, “You have a 
lot of work to do before football 
becomes a reality. I promise you 
the fullest cooperation from the

Reality of football at State College was a step nearer this 
week as President Guy A. West gave approval, but there are

Of the seven or more possible football blocks listed by 
Dr. West in his speech Tuesday, the key problem is passing 
the recommendation at the coming special election. Dr. West 
reported some 600 students had signed a petition saying’ 
they favored an in¢rease in ASSSC dues. The figure consti- 
tutes more than half the 1050 association members. 


When the proposal comes before the voters, the student 
body will have a splendid opportunity to express their sin- 
cerity as to their willingness to foot the bill for the new 
sport. Up to this time, it has been a matter of emotional 
appeal which has sold the sport for many. But now SA mem- 
bers will have a chance to prove they want the sport and 
are willing to pay for it. 


Experienced campus figures have gone over the fiseal 
wide of football and its relationship to other areas or sjudent 
activities. They report the $1 a semester hike plus students 
backing the sport by selling script will establish football on 
a sound financial basis. Voting “aye” on the ballot is a chal- 
lenge to all association members. 





Nutty Controversy 


California can never hope to produce men to match her 
mountains if they can't even get the kind of peanuts thes 
like—which This theme runs 
through legal action in federal court by a San Francisco im- 
port firm to compel the Department of Agriculture to lift a 


ban on white peanut import. Company lawyers lay out the 


are large white peanuts. 


case as follows: 

There are two kinds of peanuts grown in this country: 
Little red ones and big white ones. Some of the more primi- 
tive citizens—those living in the hookworm and malaria belts 
of the Deep South—-go for the little red peanuts. Califor- 
nians, in the main, prefer the big white variety. Up to this 
point we have pure democracy in a nutshell—you pay your 
money and take vour choice. 

However, the company lawyers continue, there is a sur- 
plus of red peanuts, which Californians don’t like, but a 
shortage of the white nuts they crave. Therefore the Gov- 
ernment’s ban on white nut import, designed to compel all 
peanut lovers to join in cleaning up the red nut surplus, is 
shabby discrimination against Californians, 

They say further that the Government in the past lost 
40 million in red peanut price supports—and no wonder 
(they imply), since they are an abhorrence to cultivated 
palates. 

And say still further that under the law the Government 
has no right to bar foreign peanuts unless the variety is in 
surplus here and the imports are destined to be crushed for 
oil, whereas—your honor—the white nuts are scarce and are 
wanted for eating purposes only. 


And say lastly (apparently caring as little for Federal 
bureauerats as, they say, Californians care for little red pea- 
nuts) that the Department of Agriculture is “arbitrary and 
capricious.” Odd that lawyers will use two big words to say 
what they are thinking—which may be expressed by simply 
saying, “NUTS!”

Tonight at 8 p.m. in the Sac...ramento high school pavilion Sacra- 
mento State commences its 1953 home intercollegiate basketball 
schedule against the college Alumi, This combined with the possible 
addition of football to the college's activities make this a most 


opportune time to state the college's policy in regard to intercollegiate 
athletics 

To obtain this needed information we cornered SSC’s efficient 
athletic commissioner George Silberstein. Acting immediately on our 
request the commissioner supplied us with a multitude of statements 
on the institution's athletic policies, Silberstein gave us a brief history 
of the guilding principles of California’s state colleges athletics, In 
May 1949 the State Coliege Presidents adopted a statement of guiding 
principles for the administration of physical education and athletic 
programs in California State Colleges. 7 

In more recent years the American Council of Education and the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association drew up a policy statement 
for the control of athletics in the nation’s colleges and universities. 
In the spring of 1953, each State College, at the request of the State 
College President's Council established a written athletic policy. 

Sacramento State has divided her statement into three main divi- 
sions, 1) A statement of Underlying Philosophy; 2) Basic Principles; 
and 3) Statement of Policies and Procedures. What is SSC’s philosophy 
in respect to athletics? Word for word here it is. 

“The program of intercollegiate athletics at SSC is organized and 
conducted as an integral part of the total educational program of the 


cailege 


The objectives of the athletic program conform in every re- | 


spect to the general purposes of the institution. The program is an 
tegrail part of the total program of physical education conducted 

the direct authority and supervision of the Division of Health 

Pp. E., and Recreat subject to the basic policy frame work and 
itions promul ated by the State Department of Education and 


iaministrati f the college, 

“Strong, healthy bodies, alert minds, a high sense of sportsman- 
ship, a keen enjoyment, and a love of teaching and coaching should 
be the outcome of the athletic program at SSC for the participant. 
For the students and Alumni alike the values include the development 
in the athletic phase of the total educational pro- 
gream, the development of tradition, and school spirit, sportsmanship, 
and loyalty, 


of a sense of prid: 


“In order t the program may enable students, faculty, alumni 
and the college community to realize the Valyes inherent therein, a 
thread and varied program of sports activities must be provided. The, 

é il conuinve to improve and expand the interco!l| giate sports 

ubject to the student interest, financia] support, inter-school 

nships, and availahility of competent leadership in an attempt 

to meet the needs of large numbers of highly skilled students, many 
of Whom are preparing to enter the teaching profession in physical 


education. 

“The athletic program is conducted as a college-student activity 
It is guided in its operation by both the administration and designated 
staff of the college working jointly with the Associated Student Coun- 
cil and a joint student-faculty advisory Board of Athletic Control. It 
is financed according to the same basic principles which apply for all | 
other college activities.” 

Now as to basic principles to guide our athletics, Silberstein listed 
1X on Which to base a policy. 1) Coaches must meet all the require- 
ments of any and all faculty members, be employed on the same salary 
schedules and shall abide by the same rules and regulations and 
privileges of any and all other faculty members. In other words no 
person will be hired to coach and coach alone. 2) The program of 
athletics shall be as broad as possible with the proper emphasis being 
given as many sports as are feasible in the intramural program as 
well as the intercollegiate activities. 

Thirdly, all players shall be afforded the utmost protection while | 
engaged in competitive sports on the field and while traveling to and 
from athletic events. Their general health and physical welfare must 
be the first consideration. 4) No special consideration will be afforded 
any student for athletic ability: neither shall there be any discrimi- | 
nation against an athlete. 5) Sound equipment, safe playing conditions, | 
and channels for assuring proper training and medical attention shall 
be available at all times. Lastly, and sixth, no member of the staff or | 
faculty shall feel that his job depends on wins and losses, although | 
We shall strive to the utmost and give our best to win. 

Under Policies and Procedures Silberstein pointed out seven phases | 
that must be given consideration. He listed athletic conferences and | 
associations, alumni and student relationships, athletic schedules, | 
status of coaching personnel, recruitment of student athletes, rela- 
tions with the press, and health services, The rules, principles, and | 
spirit of the Far Western Conference, the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association, the National Intercollegiate Athletic Association, and any | 
other organization to which the college may belong, will be considered 
as minimum, and vigorously subscribed to and enforced. 

The effect on the moral, spirit, and loyalty of students, alumni, 
and other members of the school and community must be recognized. 
The development ‘and furtherance of loyalty, pride in the school, 
sportsmanship of players, and spectators, appreciation ef skillful per- 
formance, and realization of the educational aspects of sports will 
continue to be emphasized, rather than the use of the program as a 
money-making venture or as spectacular advertising of the college, 
team players, or coaches. Athletic contests will be conducted at the 
highest pessible level, and students, alumni, and other interested per- 
sons will be encouraged to support the entire program in every legi- 
timate way. E 

The main purpose of intercollegiate contests is to furnish equitable 
competition and reasonable opportunities for the highly skilled and 
specialized participants. Insofar as practicable, competition shall be 
with institutions subscribing to principles, purposes, and ideals similar | 
to our own. A sports season should not extend so long or involve a' 
number of contests which would be detrimental to the overall pro- 
gram. A certain amount of travel is considered beneficial but ex- | 
tended and repeated trips which unnecessarily interfere with school 
attendance is not to be encouraged. 

What is the status of a coach at Sacramento State? Coaches are | 
members of the instructional staff. They have the stame status, rights |

The policy on recruitment of athletics further states, “nothing in | 
the above statements shall be construed as preventing a coach or any 
other faculty member from communicating with interested and pros- 
pective students for the purpose of explaining and describing the 
offering of any or all the programs within the school. It shall be 
noted in this regard, however, that an athlete should be considered 
as a student by the proper college authorities on the same basis as 
any other student. All resources of the college should be available to 
any and all students on the basis of need and proper qualifications.” 

The athletic department also relizes that public interest in sports 
is great, and the public is entitled to a clear presentation of sports 


events which develop the positive side of the sports program. It is the 


desire of the college to work cooperatively with both the public and 
the student press. The college also desires the press to help the college 
interpret the athletic program in its true light to the students and the 
community, Lastly, the general health services offered by the college 
to all students shall of course be made available on the same basis to 
athletes. Constant attention will be given to proper and sdequate 
equipment, supplies, facilities, and leadership.
